THE HOWE SOUND CATTLE TRAIL. 

Fi'om the tone of tlio specclies mado at 
a publio mooting bold r^t-, Lillooot on tliL' 
9 (1 inst., wo obsorvQ that a feeling of ir- 
ri alion existH in tlio District rospcctiiif,' 
tha opening nf tho llowo Sound trail. Wo 
have urged tho aoDstraqtion of thisjirail 
upop succosaivo govorhuieiflfl aa a work 
of importaaoe totlie atookraisiDg intercuts 
o£«wliatxwejnay.not inaptly term tho mid- 
dle dislriots of tb^^^cpYince, which aro 
shut out from edsy ana choap communi- 
o ition witb markets on tlio Coaat. It ia 
osntendod that a cattle trail from Lillooot 
to Burrardlnlot is quite feasible, and 
tint abundanco of food o.xiHts on thorouto 
that would bo adopted. IJolieving that 
facta will austain tliia contention, wo have 
never been able to disoovor any valid rea- 
aon why the trail was not oommoncod 
and fiuiahed duriug tho three years that 
the lute Government hold power and 
dropped Canadian borrowed money right 
and left in diatrictsthnt already had faoilo 
moaua of oommunicftticn with tho coast. 
It is tiuo that that Govoruiiicut put forth 
two or three incoherent iiuil Hjvisniodio 
attempts to build tho trail; and that tlioy 
usked and obtained ou cue or two cccii- 
sious funds neoesaary to carry out tho 
project. That tliey failed to do so ia (juito 
evident, else the burden of tho complaiut 
of tho Lillooot people on tho 0th inst. 
would not have- been utlorod. IJoforriug 
to tho otlicial report of tho Land.-i A Works 
for 1875 we find that a largo and well- 
equipped party of mou wore sent from 
Victoria to work ui)ou a trail from Eur- 
rard Inlet towards Lillooet. But strange 
as it may appear to the rei ier, the patty 
were eent out "bliadfplded." Without a 
preliminary survey having been mado; 
without data before tbom as to tho topo- 
graphical foaturee of tho country; with- 
out a siuglo bit of information that could 
be turned to useful accoiuit in tho work, 
lliey wero deposited with their tools and 
supplies at Burrard Inlet and instructed 
to out.a trait' tpii'urda Lillooet! It was 
tho old-fashioned household game of 
"hunt tho slipper" engrafted upon the 
more prosaic pursuit of roadmaking. 
From tho report before us wo lind that 
'without any cloiu' or deflnita idea of where 
they wero going, or the difiionltics they 
were about tj encoantqr, the party com- 
mended SvorK at~"a oxeek one mile from 
Moodyville." The country was found to 
be "very heavily timberoj, with thick 
underbrush," and "boggy." "Cordnr- 
roying and bridging wero found necessa- 
ry." As they proceeded tho "ground got 
.better," and for "eight miles" a good 
grade for ajrood was obtained by travel- 
ing alon|r"ii riage.""SiidtfenIy a "rather 
steep" descent had to bo made to Seymour 
Creek, and then the real difticultics of the 
murch wero met. "Soft ground ," "thick 
underbrush," "Hats cut up by crooks, 
requiring a great number of bridges," 
"spurs of mountains running into the 
rivers and causing alidcs," "boulders of 
several'tons' weight," "corduroying and 
bridging" frequently necosaary; "aide 
hills" that had to be crossed, "scarcity of 
feed for horses," — in short, every iucon- 
venience, discomfort, danger and obsla- 
clo that uiien who had been dropped into 
the midst of a wilderness and told to "fol- 
low their noses" could encoaDtor.obatrnot- 
ed their progress. The remainder of the 
'narrative we give in the Superintendent'j 
own words: 

"Wo managed to got along very well as 
long the dry weather lusted, hutabcjut t\iv 
middle of .September tho rain sot in, and 
thou our dilUcuity coiamouced. We had 
then about' twenty-six miles of trail com- 
pletisd; we had struck a beaver swamp 
whibli' would have supplied tis with horse 
f(.ed for some time in dry weather. / tied 
the horses there one nijlit on what was drtj 
(jrouiid, and in the inortiinil tee found litem 
stnndinij in water np to their bellies in a 
lake. We had io wade up to the knees to 
j/et them out; we had to send off to the coast 
to save, their lives. \Yo pushed the trail on 
fora'few days by the men taking Innuh 
along, and coming back to camp at night, 
lOmetimis with the water running out of tlteir 
clotltes. The trail tlnit was made in the wet 
weather would not hear llie liorses. We had 
Ihein stcain/jed on the trull where in dry 
weather it would he (i (/nod road; the brush 
ia'so dense here thrit once tka rains set in it 
■will not drtj for the season, and it /.f almost 
an impasslbilit;/ for men to work there in the 
ralni) season. The men 'jot dlscoura'/ed and 
discontented , some of iheni left — some would 
have left before, hut we induced them to stop 
by giving them an advance of watjes and 
promising them full time whether the;/ 
could vjofk <nr not. Wo were very an.ti(Mis 
to make the divide, if possible; we got the 
horses up onco rnoro, and took them over 
tho trail to try if wo conld move camp; 
hut thei/ would bo;/ to the belly witliout am/ 
pack. We worked on in tho rniu for about 
twelve days, and liuding tiiat we made no 
headway, we cumo to the conclusion that 
it wonld bo better to stop for the aeaaon . 
We' made more road in one week in good 
weather than we could iu three when rain- 
ing. I considered it wuh throwing away 
money to atop any longer; wo thou built 
another hut to store tho tools in, which 
we did, and loft. ♦ ♦ » » ♦
